W ashington county's apple crop is 
threatened with failure unless orchard­ 
ist* take jw rticu lar care to destroy an 
infect known as the aphis, which is 
playing general havoc with apple buds 
iii th e H agerstow n vicinity this spring. 
This statem en t w as m ade by one of the 
largest apple grow ers of th a t county. 
This gTow'er stated th a t m any orchard- 
istB in W ashington county have talked 
with him about th is insect and the de­ 
struction it is doing, especially to the 
young apple trees. 
The aphis is one of the most dead­ 
ly enwmeg of the apple trees, a tta c k ­ 
ing th e young sprout* ami buds. 
The 
aphis works in conjunction with ants 
th e la tte r m aking them th e ir slaves. 
The aphis in devouring th e buds and 
tender sprouts, form s a honey, upon 
which the anta thrive.

Naval Marshal Telia About Inroad* on 
Foe’* Shipping During th* War— 
Good* Sold Bring in $70,000,* 
OOO— 250 Ship* Taken.

And not the least strange of 
them Is the Marking of the department 
of the British marshal of the ad­ 
miralty and prize court. 
In time of history It was the duty 
of this highfalutin? dignitary to a r­ 
range for and attend the execution of 
prisoners sentenced to death for mur­ 
der on the high seas. 
And it Is on 
record that the marshal of the olden 
time attended the execution of Ad­ 
miral 
Byng—a 
British 
commander, 
u ho Mas shot on his own quarterdeck, 
as a penalty for losing a battle. Times 
have changed. The modern marshal Is 
only a milk and Mater edition of his 
sterner prototype. 
He is the w*atch- 
man, stevedore, caretaker and guar-’ 
dlan angel In chief of ail German 
shipping that hos fallen into allied 
hands during the Mar, and incidentally, 
of the British naval prize fund, of 
which thousands of British Jack tars 
and their officers are now awaiting 
their share. 
The “Many Cargoes" to he divided 
vary from a priceless emerald to a tin 
kettle. The gross proceeds of the sale 
of ships’ goods, the marshal told a 
N>m- York Sun reporter, amounted to 
*70.000,000, hut this Included goods 
seized under the blockade. which must 
he held pending the conclusion of 
pence.

There was plenty of Mork for the prize 
court. 
200 Ship* Soiled During War. 
“The president 
(Lord 
Phllllmore) 
has sat cTerr rtny since he win* up- I 
pointed, and there Mould appear to he 
quite another year’s Mork before the I 
court.” said the marshal. “ Including 
j 
vessels seized in port upon the out­ 
break of Mar. which numbered over 
IOO, about 250 ships have gone Into 
my custody In the United Kingdom. 
Comparatively speaking, quite a small j 
number of whips have been sold. The j 
majority have been requisitioned by 
the government. 
“Hundreds of thousands of tons of 
goods 
of 
all 
descriptions—copper, 
aluminum, metals, wool, cotton, lard, 
oils and fats, coffee, cocoa, dried fruits, 
wheat, barley, hides, leather, tobacco, j 
nitrates, zinc concentrates, diamonds, 
pearls, human hair, false teeth and 
tunny other thing*—all nre a.Dong the 
prize capture*.” 
Producing two catalogues, the m ar­ 
shal remarked: “ From these you can 
gain a good idea of the various classes 
of goods seized in the letters and par­

transfers, boots and shoes, boys’ and 
men’s clothes and Monien’s undercloth­ 
ing.” 
Alluding to the quantities of bonds 
and securities captured, he said the 
Interception of these securities proved 
a powerful lever In British hands, 
causing serious Interruption of German 
trade and damage to German credit.
